DISK 386 - BOOT DISK 


A selection of accessories and programs for the AUTO folder on your boot disk. This 
disk is a stand-alone, ready-to-run disk, with all AUTO folder programs in an AUTO 
folder on the disk. 


ACAPTURE: Auto-Capture - Have you ever logged onto a bulletin board, listed all 
of your email and then remembered that you hadn't switched on 
your capture buffer? This can be an expensive mistake with todays 
high telephone charges. Auto-Capture is a small utility that sits in 
your AUTO folder and loads when you boot your machine. It will 
intercept all data that comes into your machine via the serial (RS232) 
port and write it to a disk file before passing it transparently to 
your communications program, this ensures that all data you see 
will be stored for later use. 

BEEP: Beep - In 1989, a Public Domain program called "newbell” was 
released that replaced the boring "ding" sound the ST makes with a 
digitized sound. Unfortunately, newbell only allowed certain 
playback speeds, all of which were incompatible with sounds 
sampled on the Mac. Here’s a new program that does the same thing, 
but allows sample playback. 

BootTyme - Want to power up your system with one switch, but you 
have to start your hard drive and wait for it to come up to speed? 
Well, BootTyme may cure these delays for you. It will write the

Screen-Draw - A drawing utility for programmers using GFA-Basic 

With it you can draw pictures on the screen using the mouse and then 
later have your picture converted into the GFA-Basic graphics 
commands such as plot, line, etc. and save them in the .LST file format 
for inclusion into your own programs. Screen-Draw currently supports 
the ST/STE and TT and works in all three ST/STE resolution modes. 


Today V2.0 - A program to display events and information on a date in 
history. Provision is made to allow you to modify the data files to 
include your own historical information. 


DISK 388 - EDUCATIONAL DISK 


Baby Ball by D. A. Brumleve - A program for very young children. A 
ball travels about the screen. Pressing different keys causes it to react in 
different ways. 

Ellemouse’s Paper, Rock, Scissors by Albert Baggetta - Like most of the 
PD software by this author, the accompanying documentation file does 
not help much. In this case, it consists of a description of his 
commercial software and an order form. Presumably, you are expected 
to have learned this game as a child. 

Kid Adder - A program for teaching children how to add. Not only the 
numbers are displayed, but also a graphic representation of that number. 
This is a complied version of a GFA Basic program on Disk 171. 

Math Facts - This program was designed to create math worksheets to 
reinforce basic math skills (grades 1 - 9). These worksheets can be used 
by teachers or parents for both practice and testing of both basic math 
facts and more complex problems. The program will also generate an 
answer sheet to aid in grading. 

Plax Atax - A cute, simple colorful arcade game for the little ones. Hit 
the cavity and plaque creatures with a blast from your tube of 
toothpaste tube. Be quick about it, so you don’t get an "ouch"! 
Presumably, it is meant to teach the benefits of good oral hygiene. 
Works on TOS L4, but not on TOS 2.06. 


Spider Spell - Spider Spell is a non-violent version of hangman. It hasa 
dictionary of over 4,000 words, and uses music and dancing bugs as a 
reward for correct words. It is entirely mouse driven and STe 


compatible. The animation sequences are very colorful and well-done.

Asteroids - A shareware version of a game that started it all. Played 
with the keyboard. Hint: Press F4 to redefine keys, and then you'll 
know what keys do what! 

Master Break - A colorful version of Breakout. No documentation and 
the introduction screens are in German, but you should have no trouble 
figuring it out. Some nice gimmicks, such as some falling blocks 
making your paddle move faster. CLOPHOP: Clod Hopper - A new 
rendition of an old 8-bit favorite, "Miner 2049er". For those of you not 
familiar with that game, it is a platform game where timing is more 
important than sheer reflexes. Part of the fun is figuring out the little 
puzzles to complete each level. Some nice touches, like transporters. 
Dungeon - An overhead view role-playing game which is played with 
either the keypad or joystick. It was originally written for the 8-bit in 
the 16k days,, so the graphics and sound are a bit simplistic. It sure 
brings back fond memories of the old days, however! See what it was 
like in the beginning! Works on TOS 1.4, but not on 2.06. 

Winter Sports - A demo of a winter sports game. The game starts off 
with downhill skiing. If you are enough of a joystick jockey, maybe 
you'll get to find out what come after that. Played with the joystick. 
DISK 390 - GAME DISK 


Brides of Dracula - A demo of a split-screen, side-view, scrolling arcade 
game featuring the infamous Count Dracula. The upper part of the 
screen shows you as the Count, while the bottom shows Dr. Felsing in 
his search for you. As you exit to the right or left of the screen, a 
curtain comes down and and goes up to show the next screen. Nice 
touch! 


Entombed - A side-view platform arcade game. As in most games of 
this type, timing and puzzle solving are more important than reflexes. 
Four mazes of increasing difficulty are featured. 
Mystic Wells - A first-person Dungeon Master-like role-playing game. 
You can choose to play as several types of characters, such as a wizard 
or warrior. You can also "roll" the attribute strengths by pressing space 
bar until you get the combination you want. Playing with the mouse, 
the game is very intuitive. For example, click on an object on the 
screen and click on a "pack" icon, and the object is placed in one of 
your packs. Click on an object and then click on your right or left 
hand icon, and it is placed in your hand. Very well done. 
In the "TIPS" folder on this disk are two ASCII files covering tips, 
cheats, and level passwords for many games. The game titles are al
